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Polish Ambassador 
Gets Support Pledge 
Of U.S. Polish Jews

NEW YORK—The support of 
Polish Jews in America to Warsaw 
“in any emergency that may arise 
which threatens the independence 
of Poland” was conveyed to Count 
Jerzy Potocki, the Polish Ambas- 
sador, by a delegation of the Fed- 
eration of Polish Jews in America 
which visited him at the Ritz Tow- 
ers. A declaration given to Count 
Potocki for transmission to War- 
saw added to the promise of sup- 
port an expression of hope “that in 
any consideration of emigration 
and resettlement confronting your 
country, Jewish emigration will be 
treated as an integral element of 
the entire Polish emigration prob- 
lem. 

The ambassador, expressing 
gratitude that Polish Jews here 
had followed the example of their 
co-religionists in Poland and pledg- 
-ing aid to the state, expressed 
agreement with the sentiments 
voiced about the emigration prob- 
lem and promised to transmit the 
declaration to Warsaw. The dele- 
gation included Benjamin Winter, 
president of the federation; Zelig 
Tygel, executive secretary; Her- 
man B. Oberman, chairman of the 
administrative committee; Dr. Si- 
mon Segal, and Jacob Brown.

Must Change Conditions, 
M. Douglas Tells Council

OAKLAND, Cal.— The destitu- 
tion of millions leads to Fascism 
and anti-Semitism, and it is up to 
the Jews to help change these con- 
ditions, Melvyn Douglas, the ci- 
nema actor, declared before the an- 
nual Western States Regional Con- 
ference of the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds. A 
similar position was taken by 
Harry L. Lurie, executive director 
of the council. 


Addressing 500 Jewish communal 
leaders at the opening of the three- 
day meeting, Douglas asserted: 
“The Nazis blame democracy on 
the Jewish people. And it’s true. 
Yet we, as Jews, too often forget 
it. We know there’s suffering in 


the world; we donate funds for its }- 


amelioration. But we don’t do any- 
thing about it. We don’t do any- 
thing to change an economic state 
which is responsible for millions of 
people living under’ conditions 
which we shouldn’t permit dogs to 
live under. It is the continued ex- 
istence of such conditions that 
leads to Fascism, to Nazism, to 
anti-Semitism. 


Lurie said that the failure to 
solve America’s problems resulted 
in the danger of a reaction that 
might lead to proposals modeled on 
European programs. “It is at this 
critical stage that American Jewry 
must stop, look and listen, for less 
than any other group in the popu- 
lation can Jews afford the luxuries 
of reaction and undue conserva- 
tism,” he said.

Agency May Hail 
Britain To World 
Court At Hague

JERUSALEM—tThe Jewish 
Agency for Palestine charged this 
week that the British government 
had violated the League of Nations 
mandate by introducing arbitrary 
restriction of Jewish immigration 
and demanded that the immigra- 
tion ordinance be submitted to the 
Permanent Court of International 
Justice at The Hague for a ruling. 
The protest was made in a memo- 
randum, signed by David Ben 
Gurion, chairman of the Jewish 
Agency’s Palestine Executive, sub- 
mitted to High Commissioner Sir 
Harold A. MacMichael for trans- 
mission to the British Colonial 
Office. 

Restriction of Jewish immigra- 
tion is not only contrary to the let- 
ter and spirit of the mandate, but 
belies all the statements of succes- 
sive colonial secretaries in Parlia- 
ment and elsewhere, the memo- 
randum said. Arbitrary restriction 
has repeatedly been declared to be 
only temporary, but under the 
amended immigration ordinance 
(announced on April 5), the politi- 
cal instead of the economic factor 
as a guiding principle becomes a 
permanent administrative practice, 
the statement asserted. 

While the government may in- 
tend to modify the mandate, for 
which, however, the league’s con- 
sent is necessary, it cannot apply 
provisions contrary to the mandate 
as long as the mandate exists un- 
modified, the protest continued.

There the colony’s armored car 
with a detail of Jewish supernu- 
meraries aboard, was waiting to 
convey us. The need of this pre- 
caution had been brutally proven, 
for it was along this trail that 
three settlers were murdered. The 
track, meandering through the 
hills, fully lived up to an evil repu- 
tation. Deeply rutted, at some 
pints strewn with boulders, at 
others sinking into deep sand, else- 
where practically non-existent, it 
was barely negotiable even in dry 
weather. During the rainy season 
Ein Hashofet is practically inac- 
cessible. I later saw a group of 
the settlers working at high speed

ing a paved road to the highway,

Then, rounding a turn, the scene 
completely changed. Both sides of 
the valley were covered with young 
orchards, the fruit trees standing 
in neat rows, their trunks gleam- 
ing white with a fresh coat of lime.

This might have been part 
of the fat farming country of west- 
ern New York State. But a quick

hills caught the eye, and there 
surveying the region through spy 
glasses, was the the familiar sil- 








houette, rifle slung across shoulder, 
of a Jewish supernumerary on 
guard—reminder that this was Pal- 
estine. 

A year and a half before, I knew, 
this smiling countryside had been 
as barren and desolate as the re- 
gion through which I had just 
passed. And therein, I realized, 
lay the clue to the tie which bound 
these people to their place through 
all danger and hardship. Could any 
occupation be more enthralling 
than this one of turning wilderness 
into garden with one’s own hands? 

Climbing one more hill, we drove 
through the gate in a barbed wire 
fence, into the settlement itself. 
At the risk of sounding provincial, 
I want to say that the first glance 
at Ein Hashofet gave at least one 
visiting American Jew a thrill of 
pride. The settlement is a picture 
of cleanliness and order. The hard 
conditions of Jewish pioneer life,

CHICAGO, Ill.—A drive for the 
sale of $1,000,000 of 5-year $1,000 
debenture bonds of the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund was opened on a na- 
tional scale here as $100,000 of the 
bonds were sold at the mid-west 
convention of the Jewish National 
Fund at the Hotel LaSalle here. 


Called together in emergency 
conference, the mid-west leaders of 
the Jewish National Fund were 
told that Menachem Ussishkin, 
president of the J. N. F., had ar- 
ranged with Arab landowners to 
purchase 88,000 dunams of strate- 
gic land in Palestine for $2,500,000, 
payable over a period of years. The 
plan to borrow the money from Jews 
of the United States was form- 
ulated and a pre-sale meeting held 
in New York saw $250,000 of the 
bond sold, it was announced.

The Editor’s Chair: 

Talk about Henry Watterson and 
the golden era of personal jour- 
nalism, then you should read 
“From Sinai to Cincinnati,” a vol- 
ume of excerpts from the editorial 
pen of Rabbi Isaac M. Wise, found- 
er of Reform Judiasm in the Unit- 
ed States, who edited the American 
Israelite, oldest Anglo-Jewish pub- 
lication in the United States, for 
about thirty years. 

Fearless to a point which we to- 
day can hardly grasp, Rabbi Wise 
told the Pope what do, lambast- 
ed denominational Christianity, 
praised Judaism as the only relig- 
ion which would survive fifty years 
and of course took Orthodox and 
Conservative Judaism in his stride. 
Having read the book, the friction 
and animosity between the three 
shades of Judaism of the latter 
half of the nineteenth century be- 
come glaringly apparent. 

Although the author of the book 
tries to prove a thesis that Rabbi 
Wise contradicted himself at prac- 
tically every turn, I rather admire 
the forthrightness, the unflinching 
courage and the downright faith 
of Rabbi Wise. When he believed 
in anything, he believed in it, and 
that was that. The glorious char- 
acteristic about Rabbi Wise was 
his extreme faith in Judaism. He 
saw all the world being converted 
to our religion; he saw all the 
world observing Passover, Simchas 
Torah and the other universal Jew- 
ish holidays; he saw the mission of 
Israel as clearly as if he had be- 
fore him a celestial blueprint. 


What place history will ascribe 
to Rabbi Wise is a mooted ques- 
tion. Undoubtedly Rabbi Wise al- 
lowed his enthusiasm to run away 
with his judgment, but there is no 
escaping the prodigious accom- 
plishments of the founder of He- 
brew Union College, the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis 
and Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations.

The Jewish Pulitzer Prize Winner 


WaEr the American Jewish Outlook of Pitts- 
burgh took up the suggestion for a Jewish 
Pulitzer Prize arrangement whereby in a manner 
similar to that of the daily press, the Anglo- 
Jewish field would award honors and distinctions 
to excellence in its own field, it might have been 
possible in a joking way to attribute to that paper 
an ulterior motive. One of the leading Anglo- 
Jewish papers in the nation, The Outlook might 
have felt that much of its weekly work was de- 
serving of reward and by means of a prize ar- 
rangement it might win its share of praise. 

In fact, it is possible that the editor of that 
paper had already written the editorial this paper 
is reprinting in full below. It is one of the finest 
editorials printed in any Anglo-Jewish paper this 
year or any other year. Well-written, intelligently 
planned, and compact and forceful, the editorial 
should be distributed, this paper thinks, in 
pamphlet form.

Yet when the Jew be- 
comes a home-owner, he is viewed with jealousy. 

When a Gentile is scrupulously clean and 
well-groomed, he is said to be a fine person.
